Alzheimer's disease. Most people have heard 
of it. They know it is a progressive, age-related, 
incurable illness that over time impairs the 
brain's ábility to function normally. But few 
individuals realize the terrible impact of 
Alzheimer's on America's elderly population, or 
the staggering number of people who have fallen 
victim to the disease. 

А recent study conducted by Kaagan Research 
Associated, Inc, determined that nearly all adult 
Americans (97 percent), have heard of 
Alzheimer's disease, but the vast majority (83 
percent) cannot estimate how many Americans 
are currently afflicted.

In other words, the general public's awareness 
of Alzheimer's is quite high; unfortunately, their 
familiarity with the diseasé remains low. 

In an effort to change these current misper- 
ceptions, and in recognition of November, which 
is National Alzheimer's Disease Month, the 
American health Assistance Foundation (AHAF) 
has produced this informational advisory to help 
increase the public's understanding of 
Alzheimer's disease. The American Health 
Assistance Foundation is a non-profit organiza- 
tion devoted to funding research on and educat- 
ing the public about age-related and degenera- 
tive diseases, particularly Alzheimer's disease. 
Since 1985, the foundation's Alzheimer's Dis- 
ease Research program has awarded research 
grants totaling more than $20.5 million to uni- 
versities and medical centers around the world.

Breast cancer 
soon be more reliable

Physicians may soon diagnose breast cancer 
more reliably and cost effectively thanks to a 
new way of reading mammograms developed by 
a University of Florida engineering professor. 

Andrew Laine, a professor of computer & 
information sciences at UF's College of Engi- 
neering, is working with three colleagues in the 
Department of Radiology at UF's College of 
Medicine to develop techniques to enhance sub- 
tle signs in mammograms that may indicate 
breast cancer. 

Laine's research uses a mathematical tool 
called wavelet analysis to improve computer- 
scanned images of mammograms, bring out 
potentially cancerous features that would other- 
wise be difficult to distinguish. 

"Wavelet analysis is simply a way of ripping 
apart an image and gluing it back together 
again in a non-destructive way," Laine said. 


"When you rip the image apart, there is an 


opportunity to modify the representation and 
then glue it back together again. The hope is 
that after you reconstruct the image, the 
features of interest will be more obvious, more 
apparent." 

According to the American Cancer Society, 
breast cancer is still the most common form of 
cancer for American women and accounts for 30 
percent of all cancers. One in nine American 
women will develop breast cancer in her life- 
tifne, and the ACS estimates that 180,000 Amer- 
ican women will contract breast cancer in 1993. 

Dr. Barbara Steinbach, professor and director 
of mammography in the Department of Radiolo- 
gy and a collaborator on this project, said about 
9 percent of breast cancers will not be detected 
with standard mammograms. 

The research focuses on three wavelet func- 
tions that will bring out three specific features 
that could indicate cancer. Those possible signs 
of cancer are microcalcifications, spicules and 
masses. Microcalcifications, which show up as 
small white dots on x-rays, are cancerous 
approximately 20 percent of the time, Steinbach 
said. Spiculated masses, which have small rays

chance of being cancerous if they are big enough 
to be felt, she said. Other masses can be either 
benign or cancerous. 

"We're hoping that methods of wavelet analy- 
sis will increase the contrast either around the 
mass itself or in showing the difference between 
normal tissue and the cancer," Steinbach said. 
"It would probably take a little bit longer to ana- 
lyze than it takes right now, but we're hoping it 
will give a more reliable diagnosis. 

Because the breast is composed of soft tissue, 
radiologists must search diligently to pick out 
the correct shades of gray that indicate cancer, 
Laine said. It is especially difficult with dense 
breast tissue, usually found in women 30-45 
years old who are in the latter pat of their child- 
bearing years with their milk-producing glandu- 
lar system still active. "The human visual sys- 
tem can discern, depending how well you are 
trained, only between-64 and 128 levels of gray," 
Laine said. "Our inability to perceive the subtle 
variations of contrast that exist in mammo- 
grams is where the weaknéss is and that's where 
these algorithms and techniques become useful.” 

Another part of the project is being headed up 
by radiology professor Janice Honeyman, who.is 
developing a workstation where radiologists 
would employ the new technology. 

“Right now, we put up film on a viewbox and 
process the images with a magnifying glass and 
bright light," she said. "We'll mimic those func- 
tions, but when your are, for example, compar- 
ing the left and right breasts for symmetry, the 
computer can actually do a sort of subtraction of 
one breast from the other to see how closely the 
two match. We'll be able to use the same func- 
tion to compare new studies with old studies. It's 
really important to always compare with the 
previous year's results because the subtle 
changes can show abnormalities." 

Laine's group is preparing a series of studies 
to be done by radiologists, who will compare 
these methods with the traditional x-rays. The 
three-year research has received $1.6 million 
from the U.S. Army Medical Research & Develop- 
ment Command and the Whitaker Foundation.
